FLEET AIR ARM 
CONTROL 


COMPROMISE PLAN 
EXPECTED 


‘As announced by Sir Thomas In- 
skip, Minister for the Co-ordination 
of Defence, in the House of Com- 
mons a systematic investigation is 
being made of all important matters 
relative to the control of the Fleet 
Air Arm, writes Hector Bywater. 

The terms of reference of the in- 
vestigation are very wide, but the 
inquiry. is being pressed with all 
speed. There is good reason to be- 
lieve ‘that the Government’s final 
decision will. be made known at a 
comparatively early date. : 

The Fleet Air Arm has a present 
strength of, 217 aircraft, to be in- 
creased to 278 during the current 
financial year. All the observers are 
mnaval officers or naval ratings, and 
70 per cent. of the pilots are naval 
officers, the remainder being RA.F. 
officers. Riggers and fitters are in- 
variably members of the R.A.F. 

One anomaly which has never 
been explained is that, while R.A.F. 
non-commissioned officers are eligible 
to become pilots, naval petty officers 
and other ratings are not, although 
_ the Admiralty has long desired to 
tap this source of supply. It ‘is 
understood, however, that the Air 
Ministry has lately agreed in prin- 
ciple. that naval ratings shall 
eligible. to: ‘serve as: pilots, : ‘
